In Germany, where pro-

hibition i unknown and
whero all the people have
boon tennK'rato drinkers of
wholoHome beers and light
wines, there ij less drunk-
enness than In Maine or in
Kansas the two most con-
spicuous prohibition etatc9
in tho Union.

Tho si'me in true of France
and Italy. The world over
you will find that the really
temperate races aro thoso
who are not prohibited from
drinking temperate bever-
ages such as beer and wine.

Prohibition in Germany, Franco
or Italy would produce exactly
the sumo mulu that it has pro-
duced in every state in the Union
where prohibitory laws have been
enacted. It would not stop mm
Irom drinking nor decrease drunk-
enness, but it would drive out the
mild drinks and encourage men
who do drink to resort secretly to
tho highly concentrated spirit.
